AUDITOR’S REPORT 
Windsor, Maine, Feb. 10, 1943. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Windsor: 


Pursuant to the request of your municipal officers, I have 
examined the books of account of the various town officers, 
covering the activities of the town of Windsor for the year 
ending Feb. 10, 1943. 

A careful check of all the books, including the Selectmen’s 
cash and ledger sheets, the Treasurer’s book, together with 
all warrants, vouchers, receipts, etc., indicates that all 
entries, extensions and footings have apparently been made 
in proper form. 

The attached report, arranged by Exhibits and accom- 
panying schedules, indicates, I believe the true condition 
of the Town’s finances and final standing as of the date of 
closing the books.

Again many of your high school pupils are winning hon- 
ors in their high school work.

To Charles D. Jones, a Constable of the Town of Windsor, 
County of Kennebec and State of Maine, 


° Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Windsor, in said county, qualified by law to vote in town 
affairs to meet at Windsor Town Hall, in said town on Mon- 
day, the eighth day of March, A. D., 1943 at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, then and there to act on the following arti- 
cles, namely: 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 


Art. 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the en- 
suing year, and determine their compensation. 


Art. 3. To hear and act on the reports of the Municipal 
Officers. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $5,500.00, more or less, for elementary 
and secondary schools, including teachers’ wages, fuel, jan- 
itor service, conveyance, textbooks, lights, tuition and 
school supplies for desk and laboratory use. Budget Com- 
mittee recommends $5,700.00. 


Art. 5. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for repairs on school houses.

Art. 6. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of Poor. Budget Committee 
recommends $100.00. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,000.00, more or less, for making and 
repairing roads and bridges and patrol maintenance for the 
ensuing year.

To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to accept money or legacy in trust for the benefit 
of public cemeteries or lots therein. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
“Selectmen to sell and dispose of all tax titles held by the 
town, on such terms as they deem advisable, and to execute 
deeds for such property. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to rescind any amounts appropriated by the town 
for State Aid Highway construction in excess of the amount 
required to meet the State apportionment. 


Art. 29. To choose any committee, hear the report of 
any and act thereon. 

Hereof fail not and have you there this warrant with your 
doings thereon.
